DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 53-72 are allowed over the prior art of record as filed in the 02/19/2010. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed method of an implanting a connection structure with 
a surface structure on at least a portion of a surface of the implant, wherein the surface 
structure is selected to facilitate, improve and enhance ingrowth characteristics of the 
connection structure. 

The closest prior art of record is Svesson et al. (USPN5, 098397) and Bestetti et 
al. (USPN6, 270,475), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed 
or described above. 

Regarding claims 53 and 70-71 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
among all the limitations or render obvious the specifics of the implanted port structure 
and the specific implantation depth.
